A MAN in his 30s was air¬ 
lifted to hospital after falling 
from a bridge over the Black 
Country Route on Sunday.

Witnesses 

It is not clear if the fall or 
a collision with a car had 
contributed to the injuries.

Service spokesman Steve 
Parry said: “He was treated 
at the scene and airlifted to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital.” 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Lee Page, said: 
“Officers were at the scene 
speaking to witnesses to 
establish what happened. 
We are not treating the inci¬ 
dent as suspicious.” 

The road closure had an 
impact on the M6 with 
queues forming on the 
northbound carriageway 
near the slip road at Junc¬ 
tion 10. Police reopened the 
route at 5.10pm.

Hospital's 
bid to free 
up 30 beds 

UP to 30 beds will be freed at Walsall Manor 
Hospital if plans to move patients to 
Cannock for aftercare are adopted. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust wants 
patients who live in Cannock but undergo 
complicated operations in Walsall to receive 
‘step down care’ at the Brunswick Road site. 

Trust bosses have pitched the idea to the 
administrators of Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust, tasked with drawing up 
plans to make Cannock and Stafford Hospi¬ 
tals financially and clinically viable. 

Richard Kirby, chief executive of Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “If the admin¬ 
istrators like our proposals we would like to 
deliver as much of the specialist healthcare 
in Cannock as we can. That way they would 
have better links with the community serv¬ 
ices and social services so people get a better 
experience.” 

Walsall Manor Hospital has seen a 40 per 
cent rise in the number of Staffordshire 
patients it treats, most coming from the 
Cannock area. Mr Kirby added: “We are 
struggling to accommodate the Stafford¬ 
shire patients. We started to see big 
increases in the number of Cannock and 
Stafford people coming to Walsall when the 
Stafford Hospital crisis came to light. 

“We want to preserve for Walsall patients 
the good services at Walsall Manor they 
have at the moment, but if we are able to 
develop these services in Cannock we will 
deliver the space to care for more patients 
from Walsall and Staffordshire.” 


local people heard a bang that was assumed 
to be a firework. 

Zia Ul-Haq, a senior member of the 
mosque, said: “The community is coping 
quite well, it is business as normal. There is 
a bit of concern, that is to be expected. The 
mosque as it is has a very good security 
system but we are thinking of upgrading it. ” 

The community has vowed to maintain a 
united front and leading civic and church 
figures have given their support to people in 
Caldmore. 

Walsall Mayor and assistant Police Com- 
misioner for the West Midlands, Councillor 
Mohammad Nazir, said: “If this proves to be 
an attack against a place of worship, then it 
is an attack on everyone whatever their 
beliefs because it’s an attack on the right to 
believe and practice your beliefs. 

Proud 

“I am proud of the response of the local 
community, it’s refused to be panicked it’s 
refused to be intimated or cowed; not just 
Muslims but all sections of Walsall’s com¬ 
munity. If whoever planted this device 
intended to divide us then they have failed. 

“We have to keep that unity and determi¬ 
nation to live our lives in peace and not let 
violence win.” 

West Midlands Police Assistant Chief 
Constable Sharon Rowe has described the 
incident as a ‘despicable’ act. She said: “I 
want to reassure every community in the 
West Midlands that we are using every avail¬ 
able resource to find the person or people 
responsible.” 

Mudasar Iqbal, a car mechanic, heard a 
loud bang on Friday evening as he 
approached the mosque. Elders and neigh¬ 
bours dismissed the noise as a firework 
going off but father-of-two Mr Iqbal believed 
it was too loud for that. 

He said: “I went back for afternoon 
prayer the next day and I was curious what 
kind of firecracker it would have been to 
make that kind of noise. I went to look and 
found a piece of wire attached to a kind of 
metal plate. It looked as if it had no business 
being there.”

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Gipsy caravans plan in garden sparks outcry

flocked to a public meeting to voice 
their disapproval over a planned 
gipsy caravan site in a back garden 
at Essington. 

Bill Watton hopes to put three car¬ 
avans - containing two gipsy house¬ 
holds - in the rear garden of his 
house in Long Lane, Essington. 

South Staffordshire District 
Council’s planning committee will 
make a decision on the controversial 
plans next week. 


Many villagers object to the cara¬ 
vans being situated on green belt 
land and are concerned about 
increased traffic. 

Last week’s meeting, at Long 
Lane Sport & Community Centre, 
continued the intense debate in the 
village after the previous week’s 
Essington Parish Council meeting. 

Mr Watton himself did not attend. 

Councillor David Clifft chaired 
the meeting and he was warned by 
residents that approving the plans 


would set a precedent for future 
applications. 

Long Lane resident Caroline 
Adams, aged 48, said: “If they want 
to live as a traveller they shouldn’t 
be living in the back garden in a res¬ 
idential lane. If this is agreed and it 
went ahead it would set a precedent. 
Rather than stay in a nursing home 
people will say they may as well stay 
in a back garden.” 

There are currently four caravan 
sites in Essington. 


Councillor Clifft said 16 letters of 
objection had been received. A peti¬ 
tion opposing the plan has been 
signed by 135 residents. 

He added: “He hasn’t done any¬ 
thing that is illegal or that the 
council could challenge.” 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin 
Williamson has spoken out over the 
proposal, saying he hoped it would 
be rejected. 

It is expected that a final decision 
will be made on July 2. 


Doubts grow over £3m 
health centre scheme 


MULTI-MILLION pound plans for a new health 
centre in Walsall could be scrapped after two 
GP practices pulled out of the scheme. 

The former Jabez Cliff leatherworks in the town centre 
has been earmarked for the £3 million complex in Lower 
Forster Street. It has been in the pipeline for a number of 
years but two out of three 
interested surgeries have 
dropped out. 

It comes with the business 
case for the health centre in 
its final stages. 

One of the anticipated 
surgeries to be run from the 
site pulled out several 
months ago but it was 
expected the project for a 
state-of-the-art facility 
could go ahead with two. 

But one of remaining 
practices has now decided 
not to pursue the move 
which leaves developers 
looking for other interested 
parties or having to consider 
alternative uses of the site. 

Councillor Mohammed 
Arif, who has called for the 
new health centre as part of 
the Butts and Hatherton 
Health Centre, said: “We 
have been working on this 
for the last five years. I am 
absolutely disappointed that 
the practice has pulled out. 

“We are left with just one 
at the moment which makes 
it difficult to go ahead with 
the scheme. 

“We either look at alterna¬ 
tive uses for the site and we 
are working with the devel¬ 
oper and the owner to see 
what we can do. 

“But as a ward councillor I 
would want a state-of-the- 
art health centre to go in.. 

“With the Gigaport we 
envisage an additional 3,000 
town centre workers poten¬ 
tially looking for a doctor.” 

The Victorian Jabez Cliff 
factory has been pulled 
down after a major blaze in 
August 2011. Conservation¬ 
ists had called for the facade 
of the building to be retained 
as part of the health centre 
plan but that was not possi¬ 
ble after the fire. 


Events hit 
by rain and 
high winds 

HIGH winds and rain hit 
two big annual events in 
Walsall, causing a drop in 
the number of visitors. 

Organisers of Aldridge 
Fayre and Brownhills Canal 
Festival both reported lower 
than expected attendance 
due to the wet weather. 

Strong gusts caused 
several tents and gazebos to 
be ruined at the 19th annual 
Aldridge Fayre. Aldridge 
and District Lions Club said 
income from this year’s 
event was set to be lower 
than usual because of the 
smaller crowd. 

Suffered 

Club president and fayre 
co-ordinator Harry Fry said: 
“We have suffered some 
quite bad weather at previ¬ 
ous events but the high wind 
gusts certainly caused some 
problems for some of those 
attending. Several tents and 
gazebos, including one of 
our own, were affected and 
at least four were completely 
destroyed. However, the 
stall holders braved the rest 
of the show without cover. 

Meanwhile, the Brown- 
hills Canal Festival was also 
hit, as organisers said it was 
the worst weather they had 
experienced in the event’s 
11-year history. Georgina 
Fereday, from the Brown- 
hills Local Committee, said: 
“It was dreadful weather 
and it really kept the crowds 
away.” 


Church under attack from yobs

STAINED glass windows at an historic Wil- 
lenhall church have been smashed days 
ahead of a fundraiser to boost funds. 

Members of St Anne’s Church now face 
having to fork out more cash to replace the 
panes which are believed to date back up to 
80 years. They were smashed after what is 
thought to be a vandal attack between June 
18 and the morning of June 19. 

Metal guards which are used to protect 
the glass, were also damaged first. 

The windows have now been boarded up 
ahead of getting permanent replacements. 

Parishioners carried out a clean up inside 
the building to remove broken glass and 
ensure there would be no disruption to serv¬ 
ices. 

It is the latest attack on the building, with 
lead having been stripped from the roof pre¬ 
viously. 

The church is due to celebrate 152 years 
next month. 

Church warden John Asbury said: 


“Everybody is absolutely shocked and dis¬ 
gusted. People are upset and worrying we 
have got to raise even more money. 

“It looks like they have been smashed 
with a heavy ball or something has been 
thrown. There is no way it is an accident. 

“We cleaned it up and the service was 
carried out. We are not going to let those 
responsible win. 

War 

The church summer fair was held on Sat¬ 
urday to raise funds. 

Mr Asbury, 63, said the church had sur¬ 
vived bombings during the war but had now 
fallen victim to vandal attacks. 

The church has a regular congregation of 
25 to 30 people every Sunday and the church 
hall is used by pensioner groups, a youth 
club and karate group.

Men tagged 
for selling 
fake DVDs 

TWO men from Walsall 
caught selling fake DVDs 
have been given suspended 
prison sentences. 

Walsall Magistrates’ 
Court heard that on Decem¬ 
ber 16 at Broad Walk Retail 
Park, Bescot, Raymond 
Baker, 41, of Wednesbury 
Road, was found with 662 
counterfeit DVDs. 

Carl Smith, 39, of Botany 
Road, admitted infringing 
copyright on titles such as 
Skyfall and Total Recall, and 
Baker admitted selling 
DVDs which infringed copy¬ 
right. Smith also admitted 
obstructing a police officer. 

They were both given a 
six-week prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months. 
Smith was handed a commu¬ 
nity order and will be elec¬ 
tronically tagged for four 
weeks. Baker was given a 
community order with a 
nine-month supervision 
requirement and will be 
tagged for six weeks. They 
will each pay £175 costs and 
£60 victim surcharge. 

Council travel 
costs are up 

COUNCILS spent £4.6 
million on travel in one year 
despite swingeing budget 
cuts. The total amount local 
authorities in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire 
paid for flights, hotels, rail 
and mileage was £3,991,987 
in 2009 but had risen by 
more than £600,000 in 2012. 

Walsall Council spent 
£2,029,788 on travel and 
hotels in 2009 compared 
with £2,313,387 in 2011-12. 
Mike Bird, Walsall Council 
leader, said: “We keep a very 
close eye on it but fares 
increase year on year, and 
that’s outside our control.”

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Letter to 
staff after 
fatal falls 
at Manor 

THREE patients have died 
after falls at Walsall Manor 
Hospital in the past three 
months, it has emerged. 

A letter has been sent to 
clinical staff in the Moat 
Road hospital to ‘reiterate 
the importance of falls pre¬ 
vention’. 

Bosses said there had been 
significant improvements in 
reducing the number of falls 
at the hospital. But they said 
there had been three cases 
where patients had suffered 
significant injuries which 
may have contributed to 
their deaths. 

Director of nursing Sue 
Hartley said: “Whilst we 
have made significant 
improvements in patient 
falls, during March and 
April this year there were 
three falls that resulted in 
significant injury to patients 
and may have contributed to 
their death, for which we 
would like to offer our 
sincere condolences. 

Decision 

“We therefore took the 
decision to issue a letter to 
all clinical staff to reiterate 
the importance of falls pre¬ 
vention and to also ensure 
that the safety of our 
patients remains the highest 
priority.” 

She added there had been 
a drop in the number of falls 
happening every month. 

“Since April, we have seen 
a month-on-month decrease 
in the number of falls at the 
hospital and hope to main¬ 
tain these improvements 
moving forward,” added Ms 
Hartley. “‘In Safe Hands’ is 
one of our promises to 
patients and we continue to 
work to deliver improve¬ 
ments.” 

Bosses at Walsall Manor 
Hospital have recently 
reported an increase in the 
number of patients coming 
in to A&E. An extended 
period of problems associ¬ 
ated with the winter 
months, including norovirus 
has hit the hospital. 

Bosses have agreed to 
make £75,000 of cash avail¬ 
able to cover winter-related 
issues if required. 

Museum loss 

THE Black Country Living 
Museum made a loss of 
£599,745 as visitor numbers 
plummeted by almost 
50,000 in a year. 

A fall in ticket sales and 
spending by visitors cost the 
museum £285,202 last year 
while a drop in donations 
added to its problems. 

Bosses at the site in 
Tipton Road, Dudley, 
blamed the poor weather. 


Menace back in court for breaching order 


A NOTORIOUS menace - banned from 
parts of the Walsall borough for five years 
after abusing residents and interrupting 
church services - has breached his anti¬ 
social behaviour order within a week, a 
court heard. 

Gary William Adams from Darlaston was 
banned from church grounds and certain 
streets in Walsall under the order made by 
magistrates on June 12. But he was seen by 
police in King Street, which was one of the 
areas he was told to avoid, on the following 
Wednesday and was hauled back before 


Walsall Magistrates Court where the 55- 
year-old, of Pinfold Street, admitted a 
charge of breaching an Asbo. 

The hearing was told King Street was the 
quickest way for him to get to the post office 
and he did not have crutches with him that 
he needed to assist his walking at the time. 

Miss Rachel Smith, prosecuting, said 
Adams was seen by Police Community 
Support Officers and appeared to be intoxi¬ 
cated. 

Adams was given an interim anti-social 
behaviour order in April ahead of the full 


order being put in force earlier this month. 
Miss Smith said it was the fifth time he had 
been in breach. 

Mr Sarbjit Singh Lalli, defending, said his 
client was not causing any nuisance at the 
time. He added: “That is the quickest route 
for him to go the shops. He has difficulty 
walking and there is no suggestion he was 
acting in an anti-social manner. 

Adams, who appeared at the hearing in 
custody before being released, was given a 
12-month supervision order with an alcohol 
treatment requirement for six months. 


At the full Asbo hearing earlier this 
month the court was told he disrupted serv¬ 
ices and meetings at St Matthew’s Church 
and at St Jude’s in Chuckery. 

It was said he had abused passers-by and 
homeowners in and around the town for the 
past seven years - including refusing to 
move from people’s front doorways and 
driveways. 

He was barred from entering the grounds 
and buildings of the two churches, and 
ordered not to be abusive to clergy and 
churchgoers. 


Rival cinema projects 
in race to be the best 


THERE is not enough demand for two new 
cinemas in Walsall town centre, a council 
chief has warned, as two top chains tussle 
over opening multi-million pound cinemas. 

Odeon and Vue were both granted permission by Walsall 
Council at a special planning meeting last Thursday to build 
huge cinema complexes - each one creating a minimum of 
200 jobs - although each had objected to the other’s plan. 

Vue has been given the go-ahead to build a nine-screen 
cinema opposite the new Tesco development as part of a pro¬ 
posed £12 million Littleton Centre scheme. 

Malcolm Wilcox, managing director for Cordwell Devel¬ 
opments working alongside Vue, told the meeting: “Cord- 
well’s scheme is deliverable because the decision is all about 
ensuring Walsall gets the cinema it has waited for ever since 
the ABC closed in 1989.” 

Work on the development is set to begin this October. 

Odeon has been given the thumbs-up to build a two- 
storey cinema complex near the Waterfront on Wolver¬ 
hampton Street near Crown Wharf Retail Park and the new 
Premier Inn Hotel. This will 
include a multi-screen 
cinema, shops, restaurants, 
bars, outdoor seating and a 
car park with up to 200 
spaces. 

Autumn 

Jeremy Williams, of ID 
Planning working on behalf 
of Odeon, described the 
plans as the ‘final jigsaw 
piece in the Walsall Water¬ 
front development’. 

Work on the Odeon 
complex is set to begin this 
autumn with plans to open 
by autumn 2014. 

But Walsall Council 
regeneration boss Council¬ 
lor Adrian Andrew said 
there was not enough 


M6 Toll offers 
free periods 
to ease jams 

THE M6 Toll could be 
opened for free when the 
main M6 is congested, if the 
Government agrees to 
release the operators from 
an obligation to part-finance 
a link road, it has emerged. 

Midland Expressway, 
which runs the toll, is 
attempting to renegotiate its 
debt burden. 

The company has debts of 
£1.03 billion, which mature 
in 2015, and as part of its 50- 
year concession would have 
to pay more than £100 
million towards the costs of 
the M54 link road if the Gov¬ 
ernment decides to proceed.

“YOU get told you’ve got six months 
to live and you think it’s the end of 
the world . . . but you’ve got to live 
your life - I’m fearless now.” 

Four months ago, Dianne Freeth’s 
life was turned upside down when, a 
year after being diagnosed with lung 
cancer, she was told it was terminal. 

Many would struggle to cope with 
the news, let it consume them or 
destroy them. But Dianne says she’s 
living with cancer, not dying with 
cancer, and hasn’t looked back since. 

“My way of coping is that I’m 
upfront,” says the 56-year-old former 
Walsall teacher from Coven. 

“I’ve got cancer, I’ve got no hair and 
I’m dying - that’s the best way to be 
with people because you should talk 
about it. 

“I know I’m going to die so I’m living 
life to the full.” 


Dianne has filled her final months 
with challenges and events to celebrate 
her life and give something back. 

And in an act of defiance, she will be 
taking on a 250-mile bike ride in Sep¬ 
tember, despite doctors telling her she 
will only survive until August. 

Challenge 

The former PE teacher, who was told 
she had six months to live in February, 
will ride from Cardiff Castle to 
Caernarfon Castle. 

“I’m going to prove them wrong,” 
Dianne said. “There’s more to life than 
just sitting here or going out with my 
friends. It’s about giving something 
back. To have a challenge every month 
gives me something to live for.” 

Dianne’s diagnosis icomes five years 
after her husband Andy died of lung 
cancer. They had married in 1987. She 
said losing him and having to be strong 


for her son Stuart, 23, had helped her 
cope with her illness. 

Born in Cumbria, Dianne moved to 
the West Midlands aged 18. After 
teacher training college, she taught at 
TP Riley School, now Walsall Academy, 
until 1989 and moved to Castle Busi¬ 
ness & Enterprise College, Leamore. 

She has never smoked in her life and 
has always been fit and active, becom¬ 
ing British Colleges champion in the 
400m in 1977. 

She said: “I have my tearful days, of 
course I do. I won’t see my son get 
married. That’s the bit that makes me 
cry. I won’t see my grandchildren. 
That’s the regret I have out of every¬ 
thing. But I look back at my life and I 
had a wonderful husband, a lovely son 
and a good house. I’ve had a good life.”

Water polo league 
back Gala Baths

David Andrews, chair¬ 
man of the British Water 
Polo League, said the 
Gala Baths was the 
league’s most-used 
venue. “There is no other 
public facility of sufficient 
depth in the whole of the 
Midlands capable of 
hosting the sport,” he 
added.

NEW allotments, a bowling 
green and a woodland 
garden have all been 
created at a care home in 
Walsall following a £10,000 
grant. 

Pelsall Hall was given the 
cash to help develop resi¬ 
dents’ love of the outdoors.

Firm is first to benefit from zone 


THE first firm to benefit from a new 
multi-million pound enterprise zone 
in the Black Country has unveiled 
its expansion, bringing 45 jobs.

£1.3m church expansion 
work is just weeks away 


A LONG-awaited £1.3 million expansion plan 
at a Walsall church which is used by more 
than 1,500 people a month is due to begin 
within weeks. 

Aldridge Parish Church, at The Green, won planning 
approval more than two years ago to demolish its rectory, 
church rooms and garage and create a two-storey building 


for congregation and com¬ 
munity use. 

The scheme will get under 
way at the end of July. Fea¬ 
tures of the building will 
include a central foyer area, 
cafe, offices, toilets, kitchen, 
children’s room, function 
room, rector’s study, lounge 
and meeting room. 

Final arrangements are 
being made with contractors 
and more than £500,000 has 
been raised towards the 
project, with the remainder 
due to come from a land sale, 
grants and further fundrais¬ 
ing. 

The project was temporar¬ 
ily put in limbo until a new 
rector, John Coyne, was 
inducted in March last year. 

Church warden Helen 
Gilbert said it was a time of 
‘great excitement and antic¬ 
ipation’ and the church 
rooms would replace the 
crumbling temporary class¬ 
rooms in use since 1948. 

She added: “Over the 
years these rooms have pro¬ 
vided activities for members 
of the congregation and the 
wider community of all ages. 

“They are well beyond 
repair and are no longer ade¬ 
quate for our needs.

“The Diocese of Lichfield 
and the church are working 
closely together to develop 
the whole site.” 

She said people had given 
generously to the project 
and a gift and pledge day was 
held last month when many 
church members and fami¬ 
lies came and presented 
their gifts.

Demand 
to halt the 
culling of 
badgers 

A BID to demand the Gov¬ 
ernment to stop the cull of 
badgers is to be considered 
by Walsall Council. 

A notice of motion has 
been put forward by council¬ 
lors Pete Smith, Chris and 
Paul Bott for a meeting of 
the Full Council next 
month. 

They are seeking council¬ 
lors’ support to call on the 
Government to stop the cull. 

The notice states more 
than 70 per cent of the 
badger population in large 
areas of the country will be 
killed, many of them healthy 
and many of them injured 
and suffering before death. 

Independent scientific 
studies have shown culling 
would be of little help in 
reducing bovine TB, indicat¬ 
ing it could make things 
worse in some areas. 

Councillor Smith said 
they want the government 
to implement a more sus¬ 
tainable and humane solu¬ 
tion of both a vaccination 
programme and improved 
testing. 

Scheme is in 
the top 50 

A MULTI-million pound 
housing development built 
in Walsall town centre has 
been named as one of the top 
50 in the UK. 

The £55m Walsall Water¬ 
front, developed by the 
Accord Group and Jessup 
Build Develop, was one of 
just three housing develop¬ 
ments in the West Midlands 
selected. 

Judge and Chartered 
Institute of Housing Board 
member Elaine Elkington 
praised the 322 home site, 
which saw the redevelop¬ 
ment of 5.5 acres of derelict 
brownfield land, saying “the 
treatment of it next to The 
New Art Gallery is very 
effective”. 

The large regeneration 
project also featured homes 
for doctors and nurses 
working at Walsall Manor 
Hospital.

He and Birmingham 
soldier Rifleman Joseph 
Murphy went to help injured 
comrades when they were 
caught in a second blast.

Bad weather 
pitch setback 

BAD weather has pushed 
back the long-awaited 
return of sport at Broadway 
West Playing Fields in 
Walsall. 

Council chiefs have con¬ 
firmed that the once-conta¬ 
minated fields are unlikely 
to be used for football and 
cricket until next year. 

Ball games have not been 
played there for around a 
decade following the discov¬ 
ery of dangerous metals in 
the soil. 

A £400,000 clean up is 
taking place. 

It had been hoped football 
would return this year, with 
cricket the following 
summer. But council chiefs 
warned football would be 
unlikely to return by the 
start of the new season for 
2013/14 because of heavy 
rain and snow in the first 
three months of the year. 

Last week they confirmed 
cricket and football pitches 
will now not be ready until 
2014. 


NI6 lane closures delayed until July 


OVERNIGHT lane closures planned for 
part of the M6 to install overhead gantries, 
leading to major diversions, have been post¬ 
poned. 

The legs for two gantries, spanning the 
width of the motorway, were due to be put in 
place between junction five for Castle 
Bromwich and six for Spaghetti Junction 
during four overnight closures this month. 

Drivers were facing 14-mile diversions 
due to the work, which is part of the £126 
million scheme that will open up the hard 
shoulder to ease congestion at peak hours. 


But Highways Agency bosses have 
revealed there have been technical issues 
regarding the refurbishment of the gantries 
and the work will take place next month 
instead 

CCTV 

However, some lane closures will still be 
in force before then as that section of motor¬ 
way will haveCCTV camera masts and com¬ 
munications equipment cabinets installed. 

Rob Edwards, project manager for the 
scheme, said: “Due to a change in the 


planned sequencing of the works it is no 
longer necessary to close the entire motor¬ 
way between these two junctions over the 
(June) weekends. This is good news for road 
users. 

“When driving through the roadworks, 
drivers should observe the reduced speed 
limit, get into the correct lane and leave 
plenty of time for their journeys.” 

Once completed, the £126.4m motorway 
scheme will cut congestion, make journey 
times more reliable and improve safety 
through the use of variable mandatory 


speed limits and by opening the hard shoul¬ 
der as an extra running lane. 

Highways Agency spokeswoman Dee 
Smith said: “We’re not in a position to erect 
the gantries as there has been a delay in 
getting them refurbished.”

Councillor's warning of 
'devastating' new cuts

HUGE cuts of £80 million will strip council 
services in Walsall ‘to the bone’ and have a 
devastating impact, says a senior councillor. 

Councillor Pete Smith has called on councillors to reject 
more cuts as it emerged the authority had to save the huge 
sum over the next five years. The Democratic Labour Party 
representative said it was 
time to end council austerity. 

He said: “I oppose any cuts 
to council services. 

“I was the only councillor 
to oppose the budget in Feb¬ 
ruary which implemented 
even more cuts. I am calling 
on councillors to oppose 
future cuts. 

“At this rate there will be 
nothing left. There is no 
flesh left to cut - we will be 
stripped to the bone. 

Stand 

“We keep being told that 
cuts won’t affect services. It 
makes you wonder what 
they were like before, if that 
is the case.” 

Referring to the Secretary 
of State for Communities 
and Local Government, he 
added: “We have seen the 
Government take millions of 
pounds away from us and it 
is time we stand up to Eric 
Pickles. 

“All councillors should 
oppose this. I was not elected 
by the people in my ward to 
deprive them of vital serv¬ 
ices. 

“We have already seen 
scores of jobs also cut as a 
result of the Government’s 
actions. I refuse to back 
further cuts. Another £80m 
will be devastating.” 

Council chiefs are yet to 
confirm which services will 
be hit or what jobs will be 
under threat but drastic 
measures are expected as 
the council looks to plug a 
£20m black hole for next 
year alone. 


Tremendous 
task to make 
wave 
of savings 

WALSALL Council has been 
hit by further Government 
cuts to the tune of £16.5m 
with rising prices and 
changes to the welfare 
system also hitting the 
public purse. 

The revelation over the 
depth of the latest cuts came 
at last week’s meeting of the 
council’s cabinet. 

Deputy leader Adrian 
Andrew said the council 
faced an ‘enormous’ task. 

“We have a tremendous 
amount of work to do to cope 
with the tremendous 
number of changes we are 
going to have to make,” he 
warned. 

The council will launch a 
public consultation this 
summer with bosses looking 
at where cuts and savings 
can be made. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
has in the past accused the 
Government of making 
councils do its ‘dirty work’. 

Analysis of Government 
cuts found that deprived 
areas of the West Midlands 
were being hit worse than 
others, the Labour Party has 
claimed. 

Walsall is the 30th worst 
affected area with a loss of 
funding of £526 per person.

AN INITIATIVE to help young people 
into training and employment in 
Walsall has been praised after it 
scooped a prestigious award for its 
work to tackle unemployment. 

The Skills Centre, run by Walsall 
Housing Group, was awarded the 
‘Large Pre-Apprenticeship Employer’ 
award at the annual Walsall Works Cel¬ 
ebration Awards. 

The centre is currently working with 
61 apprentices in a variety of trades 
and has helped 1,500 people aged 16 to 
24 since it was launched ten years ago. 
It helps with construction and green 
skills, offering a range of training 
courses from bricklaying to renewable 
energy. 

The award recognises The Skills 


Centre’s work with Walsall Adult Com¬ 
munity College (WACC) to deliver 
training to learners at the college’s 
Construction Academy. The Skills 
Centre has also introduced WACC to 
major contractors, which has allowed 
some of the learners to secure work¬ 
place learning placements. 

Apprenticeships 

The Skills Centre is one of the train¬ 
ing initiatives in the town to have 
helped nearly 135 youngsters start 
apprenticeships through the Walsall 
Council’s multi-million pound Walsall 
Works scheme. A further 183 young 
people have been helped to start a pre¬ 
apprenticeship course since the launch 
in April last year. 


Jane Preece, director of organisa¬ 
tional development at WHG, said: “We 
are delighted to have won this award. 
It is testament to the hard work and 
innovation of the team at The Skills 
Centre. 

“They have created a professional 
hub for young people to learn through 
courses, work placements and appren¬ 
ticeships.” 

One young person to benefit from 
the training is 19-year-old apprentice 
Sam Law from Walsall. He spends four 
days a week on site with his employer, 
WHG contractor Jesspos, and one day 
working at The Skills Centre, where he 
and fellow apprentices benefit from 
workshops fully equipped with the 
latest in industry technology.

Now would this be the same 
Joey Barton whose idea of a 
Christmas party involves stub¬ 
bing a cigar out in his team¬ 
mates eye? 

Apparently so. Other highlights 
of Mr Barton’s career include 
breaking the leg of a pedestrian 
while driving his car, an alterca¬ 
tion with a 15-year-old at a 
Bangkok Hotel, dropping his 
shorts at Everton fans at the end 
of a game, and putting his team¬ 
mate Ousmane Dabo in hospital. 

In 2008 he was jailed for six 
months after admitting common 
assault and affray, and in 2010 he 
was banned by the FA for violent 
conduct after punching Black¬ 
burn Rovers’ Morten Gamst Ped¬ 
ersen in the ribs. 

There was also the incident 
during a game at Aston Villa 
where he celebrated a goal by 
raising his arm in the air and 
pointing to his moustache. He 
explained that this was because 
he had won a bet which meant he 
could now shave off his mous¬ 
tache. 

Of course it was. I mean what 
else could it have meant? 

Not forgetting, of course, the 
incident last year, where he 
decided to round off the season 
in his own inimitable style. 

After being sent off for elbow¬ 
ing Manchester City’s Carlos 
Tevez in the face, he decided to 
voice his disquiet by kicking 
Sergio Aguero in the back of the 
knee and attempting to give 
Vincent Kompany a Glasgow 
kiss. 

As he was dragged off the 
pitch by his former team-mate 
Micah Richards, he attempted to 
square-up to that other shrinking 
violet, Mario Balotelli. 

He was subsequently banned 
for 12 games by the FA and fined 
£75,000 after being found guilty 
of three charges of violent 
conduct.

for bus attacks suspect

CCTV images of a man 
wanted in connection with 
two bus attacks in Walsall 
have been released by police 
as they said: “We need to get 
this man off the streets.” 

The latest pictures were taken from 
on-board cameras after a second 
woman came forward. 

Two images had already been 
released following a previous assault 
on May 9, which police say is linked. 

Patrols have been stepped up in the 
wake of the attacks and officers con¬ 
tinue to speak to witnesses. 

Detective Inspector Annie O’Grady, 
from the public protection unit at West 
Midlands Police, said “We need to get 
this man off the streets and I want to 


hear from anyone who recognises the 
person in the CCTV images. The two 
young women were understandably 
left extremely shaken. 

“If you know who he is, or have seen 
him in the Walsall area, please call us 
and let us know as soon as possible. 

Witnesses 

“I’m also keen to hear from any wit¬ 
nesses on either of the two buses who 
have not yet spoken to us.” 

She said the latest attack involved a 
29-year-old woman who was 
approached by a man as she travelled 
on the number 529 towards Walsall, as 
the bus passed along Wolverhampton 
Road West in Bentley. 

He sat down next to her at around 
12.45pm on June 12 and touched her 


inappropriately. The victim then got 
off the bus and called police to report 
the attack. 

The earlier assault happened to a 17- 
year-old girl as she travelled on the 997 
bus along Lichfield Road on May 9. She 
was approached by a man who hugged 
her and kissed her. 

The man, who got on the bus in 
Walsall town centre, then left the bus 
as it stopped in Lichfield Road near 
Pelsall and ran off. It happened 
between 7.40pm and 8.50pm. 

Both victims describe the offender as 
Asian, aged between 25 and 30 and 
around 5ft 4ins tall. He was of slim to 
medium build and had jet black hair. 
The man spoke in broken English.

pinned on derelict site 



Derelict land which will become site of the Darlaston Enterprise Zone at Reservoir Place, creating around 350 jobs 


MORE than 350 jobs are 
expected to be created by 
2017 under plans to trans¬ 
form derelict land next to the 
M6 as part of the Black 
Country Enterprise Zone. 

Hundreds more jobs are expected to 
follow as part of the multi-million 
pound Phoenix 10 project. 

The land will need major reclama¬ 
tion work because of contamination, 
while dozens of mineshafts are to be 
filled in or dug out. It comes amid con¬ 
cerns over spiralling costs to redevelop 
the old James Bridge IMI Copper 
Works site. 


Walsall Council has stepped in to 
lead the project after private sector 
developer Parkhill Estates pulled out 
at the end of last year. 

Estimated 

Parkhill had estimated the transfor¬ 
mation of the 37-acre plot would cost 
£18 million but the price is expected to 
soar. Money will need to be borrowed 
by the council and then repaid through 
business rates. 

Coal recovered during the clean-up 
of the contaminated site will also be 
sold off to help fund the scheme. 

Work is due to begin in early 2015. 
The Phoenix 10 site is one of the key 
parts of the enterprise zone, which 


includes 14 sites in Darlaston and five 
in Wolverhampton - including the i54 
site at Fordhouses where Jaguar Land 
Rover is building a £500m engine 
plant. 

Three thousand new jobs across the 
Black Country are anticipated. 

The authority says the exact number 
of jobs on the IMI site will be depend¬ 
ent on which firms become established 
on the site. 

Walsall Council head of regeneration 
Simon Tranter said: “There are very 
few sites of this size located adjacent to 
a motorway in the region. 

“This is the biggest single site in the 
enterprise zone after the i54”

Social care 
users face 
a transport 


subsidy cut 

A CONSULTATION is to be launched over 
plans to make people who receive social care 
in Walsall pay their own transport costs. 

Walsall Council is proposing to pull the plug on subsidies 
for people who use community-based transport services as 
part of cost-cutting measures.Up to 260 people could be 
affected by the move, which would save around £100,000 a 


year. 

They would be expected to 
pay for the cost of transport 
out of their benefits. 

Councillor Barbara 
McCracken, Walsall’s social 
care boss, said: “Walsall 
Council does a great deal to 
help those on benefits and 
we provide really good serv¬ 
ices to help them. 

“This affects a small 
number of people so the 
general public at large do not 
need to be unnecessarily 
worried. We continue to do 
all we can to support those 
on benefits.” 

Walsall residents who 
receive care get personal 
budget allowances, which 
takes into account their dis¬ 
ability-related needs and 
this would then include 
transport, under the plans. 

Service users are cur¬ 
rently charged £2 a journey 
and last week generated 
£102,000 - less than one 
third of operating costs of 
£324,000. 

The authority believes

transport is an everyday 
expense and should not be 
met by the taxpayer. 

A council report said: “A 
communication and consul¬ 
tation plan has been devel¬ 
oped to ensure clear and 
consistent messages are 
delivered in a timely 
manner enabling them to 
understand the proposals 
and share their views.” 

It comes as the town hall 
revealed it needs to make 
cuts of £80m over the next 
five years. Chiefs are yet to 
confirm which services will 
be hit or what jobs will be 
under threat but drastic 
measures are expected as 
the council looks to plug a 
£20m black hole for next 
year alone (see page 5). 

The council has been hit 
by further Government cuts 
to the tune of £16.5m with 
rising prices and changes to 
the welfare system also 
hitting the public purse.

Ex-driver tells tale of 
his life on the buses 


A BUS fanatic who gave up 
a career as a secondary 
school teacher to drive 
double-deckers is ensur¬ 
ing his passion lives on. 

Paul Roberts has retained his 
love for Harpers buses and their 
distinctive green livery. 

Once the biggest private bus 
operator in Staffordshire, the 
company put Heath Hayes on the 
map as bus enthusiasts from 
around the UK visited its head¬ 
quarters. 

Mr Roberts, aged 64, has now 
published a hardback history of 
Harpers featuring photographs he 
took during his years with the firm. 

He was teaching science and 
geography at Springfield Second¬ 
ary Boys School in Wolverhampton 
in 1970 when he applied to become

a part-time bus conductor with 
Harpers to supplement his teach¬ 
ing salary. After a 10-minute inter¬ 
view, he was told to report for duty 
the next day to conduct on the Bish¬ 
ops Wood route. Three years later, 
he gave up teaching to go full-time. 

“Some people like railways, I like 
buses,” he said. “I left a good job 
but I loved buses so much, it wasn’t 
a difficult decision. I never looked 
back after leaving teaching. 

“It was like On The Buses at 
times. I remember one chap, who 
was a bit the worse for wear, losing 
his false teeth on a late-night bus to 
Aldridge. 

“I loved being out on the road and 
that meant not only taking people 
to work and school but on days out 
and holidays because the company 
also operated tours to the 


coast.’’The former Dudley College 
student, who lived in Paget Road, 
Wolverhampton, and Ajax Close, 
Great Wyrley, stayed with Harpers 
until it was taken over by Midland 
Red in 1974 and continued under 
the new operator until his wife’s job 
took them to Leicester in 1986. 

The book focuses on the different 
buses and the routes covered, with 
a section devoted to the farewell 
trip and the early years under 
Midland Red, forerunner to Arriva. 

Harpers won the right to operate 
buses into Birmingham in 1965. 
From Bishops Wood, the route 
went through Brewood, Gailey, 
Cannock, Heath Hayes, Chasewa- 
ter, Brownhills and Aldridge. Some 
buses also went to Boney Hay and 
Lichfield.

He will appear 
again before magistrates at 
Walsall on August 7. 


A FOOTBALL hooligan who taunted opposi¬ 
tion fans has been banned from attending 
matches for three years. 

Saddlers supporter Joshua Jessop ran onto the Banks’s 
Stadium pitch after Walsall FC’s final home game of the 
season against Bury in April, magistrates were told. 

The 18-year-old was said to be part of a 20-strong ‘risk 
group’ of Walsall fans known to provoke disorder with oppo¬ 
sition fans. 

Last week, Walsall Magistrates’ Court heard the defen¬ 
dant had previously been cautioned by the police and had 
signed a Football Behaviour Contract.

Rick takes a culinary 
Journey around India 


T he part-travelogue, part-cookery 
show format is a recipe which 
has been emulated many times, 
ever since Keith Floyd first wobbled his 
way through various exotic locations in 
search of interesting foods (and 
drinks). 

It’s quite a simple one to follow, too 
- simply take one recognisable chef, 
immerse in a sunny location, simmer 
for six weeks and serve with a brand 
new hardback cookbook. Et voila! 

So yes, it’s true that this latest 
adventure embarked upon by Rick 
Stein is hardly original - Stein himself 
has had similar series already in 
locales such as the Far East and 
Spain already - however the 
Oxfordshire foodie is always worth a 
watch. 

His avuncular style and enthusiastic 
demeanour make him the perfect 
traveller, as he gets to the roots of an 
area, meeting locals and getting to 
know their culinary secrets, as well as 
exploring how food plays a pivotal role 
in their culture. 


This week, the seafood chef 
approaches the halfway point of his 
journey, as he arrives in the southern 
town of Madurai in Tamil Nadu. 

Located on the banks of the River 
Vaigai, Madurai has a rich history. 

It’s been a major settlement for over 
2,000 years, making it one of the 
oldest continuously inhabited cities in 
the world - so as one might 
reasonably expect its people have 
developed an impressive array of local 
delicacies. Indeed, while there, Rick 
learns how to cook food fit for a deity 
at a temple, as well as sampling the 
speciality lentil-based dish of sambar. 

It’s not long before our genial tour 
guide is back on the road again, 
though, and en route to the state of 
Kerala, by way of a road trip across the 
Western Ghats. Kerala, on the Malabar 
coast in the south-west of the country, 
has long been a bustling centre for the 
spice trade, allowing its dishes to 
develop rich and complex flavours. 

Here, Rick picks up some tips on 
making a traditional pork curry with a 


distinctly Keralan flavour, before 
turning his attention to preparing a 
regional dessert, payasam, which is a 
sweetened rice putting containing fruit, 
nuts, and plenty of spices. 

For anyone who thought the cuisine 
of India was simply curry, curry and 
more curry, this will prove to be an eye¬ 
opening series - it seems that in reality, 
dishes are as diverse and plentiful as 
they are delicious, and it’s that variety 
which is as richly spicy as any. 

Mind you, that’s not to say Rick 
doesn’t enjoy a good curry. He 
explained at the start of the series, 
‘There’s something about a curry 
that’s all-pervading; just the thought of 
it ignites a longing deep inside us. It’s 
the only food I can think of where the 
sense of smell works so wonderfully 
well with memory and imagination... 
No other food I know gives the taste 
buds such a roller-coaster ride.” 

It’s that blend of poeticism and 
enthusiasm that makes Rick the 
perfect choice to front this spectacular 
series.

Continenal motorist grab it for the price of a Fiesta 


IF you’ve had cause to travel around 
Europe lately, you might have 
spotted something sporting a differ¬ 
ent badge on the roads. 

Dacia products have become a popular sight 
in recent years - especially in France - for two 
very good reasons: affordability and durability. 

Low cost motoring is all the rage on the con¬ 
tinent. Unlike in the UK, our foreign friends 
aren’t such hardened badge snobs, meaning 
cars such as Dacia’s Duster have been wel¬ 
comed with open arms by cost-conscious 
motorists. 

Simply put, when you can get a compact SUV 
capable of plugging mud with the best Land 
Rover can offer for less than the price of a 
Fiesta, somehow the badge on the bonnet is the 
least of your worries. If Dacia is a mystery to 


you, you’re not alone. Snapped up by Renault 
some time ago, critics thought the French firm 
was taking a huge risk with this budget maker 
of uninspiring cars. 

The passing of time has proven the naysay¬ 
ers wrong, as Renault’s input has led to a port¬ 
folio of value-driven, dependable, stylish and 
capable products; from superminis to the afore¬ 
mentioned Duster. 

Appearance 

Lifestyle SUVs are two-a-penny these days 
but few are that cheap anymore. Most are 
increasingly car-like in their appearance and 
on-road performance. 

The Duster retains a chunky-looking, pur¬ 
poseful exterior of a traditional 4x4 but with 
enough curves to help it slice through the air 
with relative ease. 


The emphasis might be on modest perform¬ 
ance and equipment levels, but there’s nothing 
cheap about the Duster. Low power petrol and 
diesel engines are offered (1.6-litre, 105bhp 
petrol and 1.5-litre, llObhp diesel), plus the 
choice of front or four-wheel drive. 

The switchable all-wheel drive system allows 
a driver to choose between front-drive, an auto¬ 
sensing mode and a locked 4x4 setting. 

Factor in three trim levels and there’s little 
else you might want. Well, apart from air-con, a 
stereo and alloy wheels. Yes, this is how Dacia 
can price the Duster so low. 

If you want these creature comforts, you’re 
going to have to pick the middle specification 
for some tunes and the highest spec model if 
you want manual air conditioning and alloys. 

Still, even if you opt for the flagship Duster, 
you’re not even close to high-spec Skoda Yeti 


money. The car’s interior looks and feels tough 
thanks to sensible trim and material choices, 
although it retains an easy-on-the-eye appear¬ 
ance. 

Familiar Renault switchgear rounds off the 
driver-centric side of things, while the Duster’s 
cabin is a good size and easily capable of accom¬ 
modating a growing family. 

Capacity 

Move rearwards and the ability to fold the 
rear seats for extra load capacity is a detail that 
won’t belost on active families. 

On the move, there’s a similar feeling of 
accomplishment. While neither engine is burst¬ 
ing with excess horsepower, brisk progress is 
possible. 

The petrol engine might be a little quieter 
than the diesel alternative but it’s the latter 


that scores the highest in terms of flexibility 
and economy. Those attributes alone should 
have anyone considering using the Duster as a 
family workhorse to plump for the oil burner. 

Predictably, all-wheel drive variants grip and 
go with ease on a variety of surfaces, but if the 
Duster is scheduled for only light duties, 
there’s no shame in opting for a two-wheel 
drive variant. Furthermore, compliant suspen¬ 
sion and accurate steering put to rest any 
notion that low cost equals lack of talent. 

By taking a common sense, low frills 
approach to motoring, Dacia has won many 
friends and satisfied owners in mainland 
Europe. The firm’s Duster is proof that, even in 
the fashion-led world of lifestyle SUVs, you can 
succeed if all the elements - looks, ability, 
affordability, practicality - add up.

“Plus I don’t really want to share 
my office with anyone else either!” 

Otium are the parent company of 
Coventry’s hedge fund owners 
Sisu, who plan to leave the club’s 
Ricoh Arena home following a 
bitter rent dispute with their land¬ 
lords Arena Coventry Limited. 

The Saddlers are thought to be 
one of three clubs they have spoken 
to about a possible groundshare 
while a new stadium is built. 

Coventry have been in adminis¬ 


tration since March and Otium 
were named as the preferred bidder 
for the club by administrator Paul 
Appleton recently. 

The League statement confirm¬ 
ing they will work with Otium 
cleared the way for the club to exit 
administration and move ahead 
with plans for a new ground. 

Any move outside Coventry will 
be opposed by the vast majority of 
Sky Blues fans, who have threat¬ 
ened to boycott home games. 

An exclusive poll on the Express 
and Star website last month 
showed Walsall fans were largely 
divided on the groundshare issue.

Simmonds claimed 400m 
freestyle and 200m IM gold, 
100m freestyle silver and 
50m freestyle bronze at 
London, adding to her 
double gold from Beijing in

2008. And she admitted she 
has used the World Champi¬ 
onships as motivation this 
year after struggling in the 
aftermath of the Games. 

“Since Beijing, everyone 
was talking about London, 
so everything was preparing 
for that,” said Simmonds, 
who is joined in Sheffield by 
Kidderminster’s Claire 
Cashmore. 

“The three months after 
London was exciting but 
swimming at times was 
quite hard. Luckily enough 
we had trials and I needed to 
focus on the Worlds in 
August.

“That’s what kept me 
motivated, first the trials 
and then the Worlds.” 

Simmonds races in the 
400m freestyle and 200 IM, 
but insisted she will use the 
week to tweak any errors in 
her performance. 

“I’m not thinking about 
times, I’m just going out 
there and racing to see how I 
swim. I’ll see if there’s any¬ 
thing I need to improve on or 
anything I’m doing wrong,” 
she said. 

“It’s a big event and I can 
see how I am swimming. I’m 
looking forward to racing, as 
it’s been a long time since 
the trials. It adds to the pres¬ 
sure but it’s nice people are 
watching me and encourag¬ 
ing me.”

Smith expects a decision 
from Grigg “either way” 
soon, though Brandy wants 
to play Championship foot¬ 
ball and is attracting inter¬ 
est from League One rivals 
Sheffield United. 

Despite the uncertainty, 
the manager is confident 
the club are in a much 
stronger position than 12 
months ago, when just six 
senior players were signed 
up. 

To date Smith has a squad 
of 16 and that number will 
increase with defender Ben 
Purkiss ready to sign a new 
deal, along with former 
youth teamers Jake Heath, 
Danny Griffith and Liam 
Roberts, who have all been 
offered contracts. 

“It’s the direction we 
want the club to be going in, 
where there is not a big 
turnover of players,” said 
Smith.
